IN THE CLAIMS : 

Cancel claims 7 and 8. 
Add new claims 9 and 10 : 

— 9_ (New) Process of computation by means of a data 
processing system according to Claim 1 , characterized in that 
it comprises the steps of: 

defining at least one group of computers by config- 
uring for each group a computer (12, ... 22) as master 
computer and other computers as slave computers; 

assigning, to each of the slave computers, one or 
more computational applications and corresponding computa- 
tional data;

comparing an electronic signature sent by each slave 
computer to the master computer with a corresponding signature 
stored in the latter; and in the case of correspondence 
between the said signatures: 

running, for each slave computer, the computational 
application or applications as a function of their availabil- 
ity, using the corresponding computational data; and 

retrieving the data resulting from the execution of 
the applications carried out in parallel, in each slave 
computer . -- 

_-10. (New) Use of a computational process according 
to Claim 9 for the computation of molecular models on the 
basis of molecular data stored in a data server (10). — 

Only claims 1-6, 8 and 10 remain pending in the 
current application.
